Mike Dignacco would like to come to speak with the Board regarding the MDP Plan 
regarding his letter to the Board dated October 29, 2007.  Nina Peek emailed her 
comments regarding the MDP, as she will not be able to attend the 11/29/07 meeting.  
Ms. Peek then proceeded to go over her comments.  She felt that most were included in 
the DEIS however not to the level of the MDP.  Jim Walsh again felt there was a question 
regarding the road access and turn lane.  The Wassaic Train Station has both a right and 
left hand turn lanes.  

Ms. Peek also asked about the timing of the MDP.  When the MDP is submitted this is 
not in lieu of the site plan application.  Chairman Fenn stated they might submit them 
together.  Ms. Peek also felt they should not to close the Public Hearing on 11/17/07.  The 
public comment period should be extended until after the Public Hearing is closed.
